It is refreshing and instructive to bav« 


an intelligent foreigner like th« Lord 
Chief Justice of England, make the 
*ottr ot our country and tell us exactly 
what he thinks of us. This distinguished 
Englishman has not been reserved in 


hi* comments upon what he has seen, 
neither are sensitive people likely to 
take offense at his remarks, for he is 
candid like the true Judge, nut sarcus- 
tio like the caricaturing novelist Dick- 
ens. At the reception tendered him by 
the State Bar Association of New York, 
be made the chief speech of the even- 
ng, though that prince of after-dinner 
or»tora, "Wm. M. Evarts, was among the 
guests and talked long and eloquently 
Mr. Coleridge told his auditors that it is 
not our enormous size as a nation, nor 
yet our immense aggregations of wealth 
that have chiefly interested him in his 
trip through this country, but the con- 
dition of our upper and lower middle 
classes, a condition that he has longed 
to see but never expects to see in Eng- 
land. Among these classes ' h* me 
highly educated men, who would do 
credit to any {capital, diffused through- 
out the country, and, what delighted 
him more, he saw tens of thousands of 
comfortable houses all lived in by the 
ewuers, He waa surprised to leam that 
this possession of homes was pretty 
general, that American farmers gener. 
ally own their farms, gentlefolk their 
houses, and artisans their cottages. 
This fact undoubtedly opened the eyes 
of this learned Judge to the cause of 
American patriotism, that impelled a 
million men to take up armj for the 
defense of the integrity of the nation 
and the perpetuity of the Government. 
They ware defending the homes that 
they owned, the very title to which w,ia 
nvolved in the issue of the contest. 
'This," said the learned Judge, "is 
yonr glory—yonr real happiaesss. Let 
me entreat you to keep it, to guard it, 
never to let it go. Dou't be deluded 
by the splendor hollowed by discontent 
and misery such as e.xist where a feudal 
system prevails." 


Lord Coleridge was, as he had been 


on other occasions, liberal iu his enco- 
miums upon the American system of 
jurisprudence and the great American 
jurists. But he allowed that he bad 
discovered some systems of jurispru- 
dence in this country that,he allowed 
himself unable to master. 
Two asser- 


tions he made regarding the English 
courts in comparison wiih the American. 
One is that they move faster; that not- 
withstanding ^he popular itnpression 
here to the contrary, the undecided 
cases are not piled up there awmting 
judgment as in the United States This 
is the more remarkable on account of 
the greater number of judges here. He 
alluded to the fact that as the lesult of 
ten years' labor by a committee, the 
English 
judges have recommended 


certain changes in the methods of pro- 
cedure in the direction of simpliScation, 
whijh he hoped would prove beneficial. 
It might be suggested that the United 
States courts could profit greatly by au 
attempt at simplification. 
All our ju- 


dicial tendencies are iu the other di- 
rection. 
Lord Coleridge's sucoud as- 


sertion was that the English judges as- 
sume more the direction of affairs than 
the practice of some States and the 
statutes of others permit. It is possible 
that his Lordship had in mind the re- 
cent trials of Irish assassins over which 
he presided with such indifference to 
technical defenses, as compared with 
certain trials of criminals in this coun- 
try, those of Tweed and Guiteau, for 
instanca, From a layman's standpoint 
the Englishman appeared to hava the 
best of us on that poiut. 


This kindly criticism may do us good. 


We are not jealous of England's claim to 
superiority in 
many things, for we 


know that the advantages of youth and 
room to grow are ours, aud these more 
than counterbalance all pretensions to 
a higher culture and a more advanced 
civilization. In tha great principle of 
personal liberty and opportunity we are 
immeasurably ahead of 
her., a fact 


which the Ohief Justice acknowledges 
in his reference to the ownership of 
homes and farms. With these secure 
all good things are sure to follow, and 
certainly we can afford to wait. 


TAKJB A F«OJTT SEAT. 


It ia an easy matter to find men on 


the eve

who claim that the right thing to do is 
to stand back with folded hands until 
nominations are made and then select 
from the various names presented good 
men. Some of these people may be 
actuated by good motives, but the great 
majority of them ore either those who 
maintain no positive conviction upon 
State policy or political matters, or are 
men who fancy their talents have been 
oveilooked in the race for office. Sup- 
pose every voter in the land should fol- 
low this advice, what then? There 
would certainly be no such thing as 
party or settled principles of govern- 
ment. 
Und«r a Republican form of 


government parties are a necessity, and 
none the less so because men sometimes 
violate pledges to party principle and 
the people who elect them. The propel 
thing for every voter to do is to ally 
himself with the party whose principles 
best suit his idea of government, ana 
place himself in the front rank, and ra 
main on duty until the nominations are 
made, and to the utmost of his abiliti 
see to it that noue but good men are se 
looted for office. 
If partiei becomo 


corrupt it is becuse voters become m 
different and careless of their duty 
allow themselves to be used by selfish 
leaders, who, undisturbed, are sure ti 
manipulate theparty machinery in thei 
own interests and that of chosen friends 
No great or lasting good can ever b 
accomplished by skirmishing outside o 
the lines, The way to make yonracl 
felt is to gat right into the ranks and a 
near tha front as possible and do you 
fighting within the lines, commencm, 
at the primaries and never letting u; 
until the battle is over.

Postal Mutter. 


One point ia the report submitte 


by First Assistant Postmaster-Gen 
erul Hatton deserves attenti'j-i. Thi 
is the statement representing th 
cost of the Star-route Service fo 
last rear and the three preuedin 
years. Although the cost of th 
Star-route Service was out down t 
tho extent of nearly two millions b 
Postmaster-General James, the re 
dnotion was continued last year, th 
aggregate cost being less for th 
twelve months, ending June 30th 
1883, than /or the preceding twelv 
months, by more than $800,000, No 
was this accomplished by a decreas 
of the service rendered. Since 188(] 
the number of miles traveled ha 
increased by nearly two millions 
while the cost, has fallen from $7, 
300,000 to 84,900,000.

Postal TelearropU Idea*. 


(9. V. Cull.) 


A bill looking to the establishment of 
postal telegraph service by tho gov- 
rnmeut will probably be introduced in 
le next Congress. The proposition is 
ow being discussed in the leading 
apers all over the country and tho 
pinions elicited are many and various. 
?ue feature of tho proposition is for 
lie government to use a portion of its 
urplus revenue in building new lines; 
nother for the government to condemn 
he hues now in puvate ownership .aud 
on vert them to public tiso. It is uvged 
.gainst the first method of acquiring 
ines that the government has no moral 
ifjbt to use government funds to entor 
uto a competition wwith private mter- 
sts which will 
pruotically confiscate 


«iv»te property. 
The present huos 


were built irhen the business of tele- 
graphing was au experiment, aud have 
cost much more than would bo the cost 
)f duplicating the lines. The gnveru- 
neut would then be takiog advantage 
>f the experiments private individuals 
lave made at their own expense, and 
with its unlimited capital, make such 
ise of that advantage as would render 
r>f little or no value the property which 
aas made the experiment. 
On tho 


other hand, it is urged th.U the tele- 
graph propeity is uow liulrt ut about 
"our times its mil vulue, the oiiginnl 
cost 
of 
construction 
being 
the 


basis of estimate. 
If the government 


should attempt to purchase the existing 
lines it would hajfl to pay not only 
much more that tho cost of constructing 
(implicate lines would now be, but more 
thau the cost of the lines when con- 
structed. To these obstacles iu the 
way of acquiring telegraph Hues may 
be added that of telegraphic service. 
The establishment of a government 
p >btal semoe would 
neoesitate the 


oidution of a new department, with a 
head in the Cabinet. Tho subordinates 
w^nld be numerous anil of course add 
proportionate!} to tbe patronage at the 
bestowal of tha paity controlling tbe 
government. It is urged also that the 
service would be extravagant and per- 
haps corrupt—that it could not be ex- 
pected to be better than other branches 
of government service. Tbe general 
answer may be put in that the United 
States mail service is, all things con- 
sidered, the cheapest service that is 
clone for any people. For three onnts 
President of San Francisco minis a let- 
ter practically from his own doorstep to 
the lemotest point in tbe county, anil 
laitevs from tbe same districts are do- 
livererl to him at the same small cbargc. 
I'livate parties might do the same ser- 
vice moie cheaply bet'veen towns aud 
cities, but such paitios would ouly ex- 
tend routes as tho increase in popula- 
tion indicated tuiit they would Day. 
Tbe 


government sends mills in adv,mee ol 
people. It takes tha piofifcs of tbo ser- 
vice in thickly-settled Stutea to pay foi 
service in ndvancu of population.
